When a great personage passes from our

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Many girls with copper-coloured hair 
suffer from a pronounced inferiority com- 
plex.

Red hair is nearly always admired by 
other people, and its owners are envied 
because they can wear most colours, with, 
of course, the laring exceptions of pillar- 
box red and bebe pink!

A sworn inquiry into the causes of the 
delay in connection with the erection of a 
bridge over the River Fergus at Ennis was 
opened on Tuesday by Mi.

century has been enriched by no more 
prolific and versatile song-writer than 
James Lynam Molloy, who was born on 


T's minstrelsy of Ireland during the last 


August 19th, 1837, at Comolaur, King’s 
County. Of all the racy lyricists who since 
then have sung of the joys and sorrows of 


‘Cathleen ni Houlihan’? none have more 
surely struck the dominant notes of Irish life 
and sentiment than this composer, wha was 
himself the incarnation of all that is best in 
Irish character. The younger generation may 
not know of him and his big output of 
songs—over a hundred—most of which were 
as well known to the concert-goers of forty or 
fifty years ago as were the most familiar com- 
positions of Moore, or Banim, or Lover; for 
they, like their most popular songs, were, as 
Sir Samuel Ferguson said, ‘‘ saturated with 
the romanticism and spirituality of the Gael; 
conjured up scenes and emotions, coloured 
with the hues of Irish hills and valleys, and 
vitalised with all the loves and longings of 
their old folk.”” Though the years that saw 
Molloy’s passage from boyhood to adolescence 
were engloomed by the tragedy of the Famine, 
it is not the least remarkable characteristic cf 
his numerous productions that they are 
altogether free from the sorrowful, wistful 
feeling that pervades all, or nearly all, the 
songsters of his time. Unlike them, his spirit 
rose to a happier and more serene outlook ; he 
saw a joyous, ‘buoyant hope animating the 
souls of the young people, and to.it he gave 
an expression as stirring and heartening as 
did Beranger in the most impassioned of, his 
chansons. 


HIS BLITHE NOTE 


While gaiety and blithesomeness ring out 
in his effusions. they at times emit a pathetic 
regret that life’s pleasures are so transient, 
and impossible to renew as the years speed 
by. To the art of song-making he brought 
a naiveté and felicity of phrase that never 
fails to set out the details of his piature to 
perfection. He strikes a chord of feeling, 
reminiscent and  rejuvenating—occasionally 
plaintive, but always instinct with a moral 
and a promise of fortune’s favouring smile. 
Even still more in the music which he has 
wedded to his rhythmic lines he makes the 
heart’s pulse stronger when he envisages 
old scenes of revelry, depicts a SE of 
merry-makers, and, as in “ The Kerry Dance,” 
greeis the ear with “the ring of the piper's 
tune,” and as its last bars are skirled out makes 
all lament that the time of gladness is gone— 
é Alas ! like our youth, too soon.” This song, so 
true to the spirit of Munster mirth-making, 
is ihe ene chat shows Molloy’s gifts as a 
Ivricist at their best. He makes us feel the 
exhilaration of the participants and the 
delight of the onlookers. the simple joys of 
a rustic party met in “a glen of a summer 
night,” and how the merry = tuning 
“‘eryowned it all with sheer delight.” It 1s, 
without exception, the best song of the nine- 
teenth century, illustrating in the naturalness 
of its narrative and the infectiousness of its 
music the unsophisticated pleasure derived by 
a gathering of Irish peasant youths. Dr. P. 
W. Joyce, greatest of all modern authorities 
on our native ministrelsy, described '' The 
Kerry Dance” as “a rapture and a rhapsody 
of rustic amusement ideally conceived and in- 
comparably expressed. In it we see the soul 
of a brilliant composer aglow with 
enthusiasm.” 


A SENTIMENTALIST 


If Molloy had chosen, like Thomas Davis 
and Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, to strike a 
political note in his writings, he would, no 
doubt, be better known to-day among his 
own people, As it was, he preferred to make 
the theme of his songs the simple devs and 
occupations of the plain people. e knew 
Irish life as intimately as Lover or Kickham 
or any of their contemporaries, and, while 
he was conscious, as they were, of its drab- 
ness and poverty, he always liked to give 
prominence to its brighter side—to sing of 
the domestic attachments and humours and 
fraternisations of the people, and create au 
atmosphere in which love-making, home- 
making and business. building dovelaped with- 
out any ultrd-dramatic incidents. To T. D. 
Sullivan he said it was a more satisfying task 
for a song-maker to reveal the homely and 
innate sentiment of a people in their every- 
day affairs than to reel off impassioned stanzas 
of political fire and scorn. One, he held, had 
a Goldsmith-like charm; tha other, a feverish 
fatuousness. He knew well that the singer 
who can interpret a people’s joys and sorrows 
outlives the: balladist who rants party slogans 
and shibboleths. But he aimed even at a 
higher achievement, He sought to give an 
individuality and artistry to his songs, to do 
for Irish minstrelsy something of what 
Schubert had done, by practically’ creating 
the Lied or lyric art-song. In those charming 
songs, ‘Bantry Bay,” “ Thady O'Flynn,” 
‘The Clang of the Wooden Shoon,”’ “ Love's 
Old Sweet Song,” “Just a Song at Twilight,”’ 
“Darby and Joan,” and “ The Vagabond,” 
Molloy’s genuis attained its climax, They 
all had a wide vogue during his lifetime, and 
still continue to be favourites with audiences 
not onlv in Ireland, but in lands where the 
Irish element 1s numerous. There is an 
appeal in their melody as powerful as in| 
those of Moore, and the same geen is no 

less apptrent in his delightfu operettas, 
“The Student’s Frolic’ “My Aunt’s 
Secret” and “ Very Catching.”” It was in 
the first-named piece that the song, “ Beer, 
Beer, Beautiful Beer,”’ was sung, and forth-

induce Molloy to embark upon a more 
variegated career, but Orpheus always held 
first place in his affections. He had none 
of the ebullient animal spirits of the Tip- 
perary man, and always retained a spiritual 
outlook, even amid the most diverting times 
vf London levitv.. It was the quiet, idyllic 
side of life that appealed to him principally. 
Musical to the tore, he believed that life, 
in town or country, was always a drama, 
revealing more of what is noble than sordid 
His songs all show the sunny side of his 
character, and no one who has read the one 
prose work that he wrote but must fec!

experience of a night air attack. The 
latest news indicates that the Chinese 
troops, with tanks and armoured cars 
have made a successful thrust. If this js 
boldly followed up to the Waterfront and 
they manage to hold the new line, 
Japanese will find.«themselves in an 
extremely . awkward opposition, bei:

Lisbon and Prague 


Nothing could provide a better illustra- 
tion of Europe's state of nerves than the 
way in which storms are breezing up with 
such regularity in the continental tea-cups. 
Every week there is a minor crisis of one 
kind or another ; every. week the snarling 
behind European frontiers increases in 
volume, only to die down again as some 


more important problem is brought on the 


e | mat. The most recent source of excite- 
ment is a°squabble between Portugal and 
Czechoslovakia. Senhor Salazar’s Govern- 
ment has withdrawn its Minister with his 
staff from Prague; diplomatic relations 
have been broken off by Lisbon, and 
although the two nations are unlikely to 
go to war an unprecedented situation has 
been created, According to the Portuguese 
version of the affair, Senhor Salazar’s 
Administration ordered some time ago a 
number of machine-guns from Czecho- 
slovakia. These machine-guns were of 
the latest “ Bren ” type, which were tried 
out in Dublin some years ago, and are 
being manufactured at present in Great 
Britain under licence. In consequence of 
the heavy demands that are being made 
on its plant, the factory in Brno 
(Moravia), from which the machine-gun 
takes its name, was unable to supply the 
Portuguese Government with the necessary 
number of guns; but the firm offered to 
provide Portugal with machine-guns of a 
different type. The Portuguese would not 
listen to this suggestion: they must have 
the Bren gun or nothing. The Czecho- 
slovaks, however, were just as firmly 
determined to look after their own interests 
first, and told the Portuguese that they 
were very sorry, but that they had no 
Bren guns to spare. Then the Portuguese 
took a step that must be unique in diplo- 
matic history. They broke off diplomatic 
relations and withdrew their Minister. 
The Czechoslovaks, being eminently sen- 
sible people, have ignored this display of 
ill-temper. They have retained their 
Minister in Lisbon, and, while naturally 
they are upset at Portugal's attitude, 
they have refused to become excited, and 
are accepting with philosophic calm the 
showers of abuse that are being heaped 
upon their heads. 

The first aspect of the case that will 
strike the unprejudiced observer is that 
any sovereign State has the right to im- 
port arms and munitions of war from such 
sources as may be available to its Govern- 
ment. Portugal, therefore, has every 
right to order as many Bren machine guns 
from Brno as she pleases. On the other 
hand, any commercial firm is perfectly 
within its rights if it should be forced to 
refuse an order, or even if it should fail 
to fulfil a contract for good and sufficient 
reasons. Czechoslovakia, therefore, had 
every right to tell the Portuguese that she 
needed all her Bren machine-guns for her- 
self, Why, then, has there been all this 
fuss? Tí the Irish Free State should find 
itself unable to supply Nicaragua with 
Carrigeen moss, surely the Nicaraguans 
would not break off diplomatic’ relations 
and withdraw their representative from 
Dublin. There is more in the Portuguese 
case than meets the eye. Why did Senhor 
Salazar want so many machine-guns, and 


guns and ‘none other? Portugal is not, 
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the Fascist Powers hate Czechoslovakia 
with a deadly hatred. They hate her 
mainly because, under the wise guidance 
of ‘Masaryk and Benes, her people have 


democratic principles. They have quite a 
substantial Communist Party in ' the 
Prague Parliament; but it is a constitu- 
tional party, and there is not the slightest 
danger of a Bolshevist revolution in the 
country. Likewise, Czechoslovakia has 
her Fascists; but they, too, are kept in 
their proper place. Alone among the 
countries of Central Europe, this little 
State maintains its position as. an 
independent democracy. Democracy is as 
safe in Prague as it is in London or 
Washington; and there is no other 
capital in Europe of which so much could 
be said.. The Czechoslovaks have been 
faithful to their obligations under the 
pact of non-intervention, although they 
easily could have earned huge sums if 
they had ‘consented to supply General 
Franco with arms. From. the outset they 
have taken an independent line, thereby 
showing an example to the world; but 
to accuse them of subservience to Russia 
is preposterous. They have an under- 
standing with Moscow ag well as with 
Paris—otherwise their country would be 
overrun by the Germans at the first 
favourable opportunity; but their policy, 
foreign as well as domestic, is their own, 
and it is a policy of sanity and good-yill. 
The present campaign against Czecho- 
slovakia is as dishonest as it is unfair. 
Its promoters have no case, and their 
invocation of the Bolshevist bogey merely 
makes them ridiculous. -

A Milk Policy 


When the Imperial Parliament meets 
again after the recess the milk policy of 
the. new Minister of Agriculture will be 
debated. At present farmers, distributors, 
butter and cheese producers—to say 
nothing of consumers, since they, at all 
times, must put up with what is given to 
them—are discussing Mr. W. 8. Morrison’s 
plans, not without a touch of uncertainty 
as to how the interests of one and all 
will be affected. The Minister has decided 
on a bold departure. ‘For many years 
past British agricultural policy has 
chopped and changed; experiment has 
followed experiment with disquieting 
rapidity, and that condition which the 
farmer most desires for his industry— 
long-term certainty—is exactly what a 
well-meaning Government most calami- 
tously has denied him. What all interests 
agree in hoping is that Mr. Morrison’s 
new plan, for better or worse, will get a 
long, consistent trial—an ample chance to 
prove itself. A price insurance scheme is 
the chief feature, with premiums for 
quality milk. There will be a permanent 
milk commission, which will keep produc- 
tion, marketing and consumption under 
review. Local authorities will be em- 
powered to enforce pasteurisation, except 
in the case of tuberculin-tested herds. The 


that the consumption of liquid milk can 
be increased greatly in Britain, and that 
the best way to encourage larger consump- 

tion is by the establishment of confidence 
in the cleanliness of the milk supplied. 

The English public, it seems, is doubtful 

about the food value and purity of much 
of the milk that is marketed, and, there- 
fore, drinks milk sparingly, Whether 
general pasteurisation will turn milk- 

spurners into milk-drinkers many critics 
doubt ; for everyone knows that pasteurised 
milk is less tasty and satisfying than 
fresh raw milk, and the knowledge that it 
is certainly pure may comfort the mind, 

but not the palate. Another consideration 
which depresses the hopes of critics is that 
school-children are the chief consumers of 
milk, and the number of children in 

England is diminishing. One proposal, 

seriously put forward in the agricultural 

Press, is that the Government should 
ensure large consumption by children by 
giving milk gratis in all schools, like 

paper and ink, Nearly three million 

children are provided with a ration of milk 
at a cheap rate; let the ration be doubled 
ad given free, and a considerable demand 
will be ensured for the farmer's produce. 
An objection to the compulsory pasteurisa- 
tion of milk, quite apart from the reduced 
palatability and nourishment, is that it 
serves the interests of monopolies in dis- 
tribution, and so tends to drive td somal

The 
little boy who collects moths and thinks 
‘* A Guide to Young Mothers ’’ is the book 
he has long needed must be treated as 
tactfully as the lady who seeks thggnovel 
by Omar Khayyam, entitled “ The Ruby 
Yacht.” It-is such people who Wake it 
essential for the librarian, in the words of 
Sheffield’s City Librarian, to have the out- 
look and the training of the scholar com- 
bined with all the better qualities of the 
good business man. In a sense the 
librarian has something to “ sell,” and 
the natural desire of the good librarian 
will be to move as quickly as possible his 
stores of the best of his wares. To do that 
he must, of course, be familiar with the 
best in literature ; and he must be, at the 
same time, energetic and enthusiastic 
}enough to impress the customers with the 
notion that his desires are really their 
own. 


The Deserted Counter 


Having long since, or so it is said, 
abandoned the kitchen and the parlour in 
favour of the more alluring prospects of 
the factory, the girls of England are now 
accused of deserting the drapery counter. 
According to a speaker at the Drapers’ 
Chamber of Trade gathering in Oxford the 
girls whom he sought were flocking to the 


in the shop were as good as those offered 
by any industrial undertaking. Once upon 
a time, it appears, the young ladies who 
attended to the wants of madam in the 
drapery and haberdashery departments all 
came from “ nice middle-class families,’” 
but that ddy has passed with so many 
others of a similar kind. In those good 
old days the opportunities open to girls 
who were compelled to earn a livelihood 
were ‘straitly limited, and of the work 
available that of the draper was quite in 
the first class. In those dear dead days 
a social stigma attached to the factory 
worker; the mere suggestion that a girl 
worked in a factory was sufficient evidence 
upon which to black-ball her entry into 
the local tennis club or to have her 
shunned at the annual ball. Upon the 
day that women and girls entered the 
munitions works, responding nobly to the 
urgent call of patriotism, the stigma 
dropped from the factory worker, and she 
took her place as an equal in the economic 
and social round. When such little 
matters as wages, working conditions, and 
hours of duty were brought into the 
reckoning it was discovered that the 
sacrifices which had to be made for the 
maintenance of a spurious gentility were 
too great, and the girls began the trek to 
the factory gates, which since has in- 
creased in pace and volume. The dis- 
parity between industrial work and that 
in shops and homes is nowadays not so 
wide as it may have been one or two 
decades ago; if anything the balance of 
advantage is now on the side of the home 
and the shop. It may be that the 
originator of the silly label, ‘‘ bachelor- 
girl,’’ will be discovered to be responsible 
for much of the change that has come 
into women’s employment. The title itself 
is meaningless, but by constant use it has 
acquired a specious glamour which attracts 
the weaker feminine minds. It is not easy 
to understand the trend which drives men 
into the black-coated occupations at the 
same time as it drives women and girls 
into the factories. The two may be in- 
timately associated: the one may be the 
cause of the other.

Germany s Metal Shortage. 


It appears that the shortage of al! kinds 
of metals is seriously hampering Ge: 
many’s arms production and naval con- 
struction. There is considerable shortave 
here, and a national campaign for the 
collection .of scrap is at work, so far with 
good results, but the difficulties of this 
country are not to be compared with those 
across the North Sea. 

All, great armament factories in Ge! 
many have had to slow down during the 
last month or so, and most of them have 
given their workmen indefinite leave with 
out pay, promising to re-employ tliein 
when raw material comes to hand. Work 
is almost at a stand-still on the 28,000-ton 
battleship recently launched by Herr 
Hitler. The same condition of things 
applies to eight destroyers, a similar 
humber of torpedo boats and several sub 
marines, a'l of which are under construc- 
tion. 

The thousands of German guns of al! 
ealibres which were captured in the Great 
War and distributed: as trophies wo an! 
down this country have been vradnails 
disappearing for one reason or another. 
and the remainder, except those preserve: 
regimentally. stand wood chances of being 
used up in British armament factories, 
Air Raid Precautions. 

The dispute between the Government 
and local aathorities as to who should 
bear the cost of air raid precautions con- 
tinnes.

(Parking Plaees By-laws), which imposes 
parking and waiting prohibitions. While } 
there may, doubtless, be good official 
reasons for such separate treatment of 
interwoven traffic problems, an intelligible 
picture of their combined effects can only 
be obtained by treating both documents 
as being one, |

The outstanding feature of what we may 
call our prohibition ‘table ie the fact that’ | 
parking will be totally forbidden in more 
than 20 narrow thoroughfares, and will 
be limited to 20 minutes in upwards of 50 
other central streets. These facts, taken 
in conjunction with our table of prescribed 
parking places, suggest some interesting 
conjectures as to sufficiency of future 
accommodation even for car owners whose 
business appointments are relatively 
remote from the new parks. As official 
figures are not available to indicate the 
‘numbers of cars which the new parks are 
capable of accommodating their sufficiency 
must wait the test of experience. In that 
connection it may be noted that both sets 
of by-laws contain provisions which may 
enable the Civic Guard authorities to 
exercise a certain amount of discretionary 
powers both for the restriction and the 
extension of parking facilities; and that: 
an elaborate table sets out a series of 
“occasional '’ parks in the vicinities of 
Ballsbridge and other centres which are 
used for special public events, 


NIGHT AND “ OCCASIONAL” 
PARKING 


It will also be observed that the tabular 
statements now presented refer only to 
daytime parking facilities. In a separate 
schedule special parks are prescribed for 
use between 6.30 p.m,.and 8.30 a.m. In 
the majority of cases such provisions 
represent extensions of the facilities pro- 
vided for daytime hours. Interesting 
features of the new by-laws are provisions 
against return to any permitted park 
within one hour of departure from that 
particular point. 

Another provision, of minor importance 
to motorists, defines 34 streets through 
which such offensive materials as farm- 
yard manure or raw hides may not pass; 
and other elaborate provisions prescribe 
the routes and conditions under which 
live-stock may be driven through the city. 


O'CONNELL BRIDGE 


Tt will be observed that no reference is 
made in our tabular statements to the 
new regulations as they will affect traffic 
flows at O’Conrell Bridge and other com- 
plicated points of convergence. The 
careful way in which such problems have 
been studied may, however, be judged 
from the mere fact that no less than 
eleven pages of typescript are devoted to 
the O'Connell Bridge problem alone. If, 
and when, clearly drawn maps are issued, 
together with simplified interpretatiorts of

Owing to the Free State Revenue Com- 
Missioners’ insistence on the payment of 
Customs duty on a silver cup offered by 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Creagh Scott, of 
Wood Cottage, Okehampton, Devon, the 
cup could not be presented at the County 
Clare Agricultural Show to-day. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Creagh Scott had 
announced his intention to present a cup 
for the best yearling Shorthorn bull at the 
show. After lengthy communication with 
the Free State High Commissioner in 
Loneon, the President of the Executive 
Council and the Revenue Commissioners, 
however, he found that in order to intro- 
duce his gift into this country he would 
have to pay a revenue duty of 25 per cent. 
of its full value, with an additional! tax of 
10 per cent. if the cup happened to be 
engraved. 

A the first instance Lieutenant-Colonel 
Creagh Scott wrote to the High Commis- 
sioner in London, requesting permission 
for the cup to be imported free of duty, 
on the ground that it was a personal gift 
to encourage the home production of live 
stock in the Free State. The High Com- 
missioner replied that, in the view of the 
Revenue Commissioners of the Free State, 
an imported cup (if made of gold or silver) 
would be liable to duty at the rate of 373 
per cent. ad valorem (full), or 25 per cent. 
ad valorem (preferential), and, if en- 
graved with lettering of the nature of an 
inscription, it would be liable to an addi: 
tional duty of 15 per cent. ad ralorem 
(full) or 10 per cent. (preferential). The 
Revenue Commissioners stated that they 
could not allow the cup to be imported 
except on payment of the duty. 


MH. DE VALERA’S REPLY

Following Prices 
Commission Report

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The following statement was issued yes- 
terday by the Department of Industry 
and Commerce :— 

“The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has received a report, dated the 
28th July, 1937, from the Prices Com- 
mission, dealing with an investigation 
conducted by that body into the prices 
charged for batch bread made for sale, 
wholesale or retail, from wheaten flour. 
The Conimission’s previous report on the 
21st August, 1935, recommended the 
sliding scale of batch bread prices at 
present in. operation, but in view of cer- 
tain increases in the costs of production 
of such bread since that time the Com- 
mission, ‘n its recent report, recommends 
a revised sliding scale of prices, 

The Minister has decided that these 
new prices should be adopted, and has, 
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therefore, in the exercise of his powe 
under Section 3 (1) of the Bread (Regula- 
tion.of Prices) Act, 1936, given effect: to 
them in the Bread (Price) (No. 2) Order, 
1937, which comes into operation on 
Monday next, the 23rd August. 

He has further made an Order entitled 
the Bread (Standard Price of Flour) (No. 
7) Order, 1937, which fixes the 
“ standard ” price of flour throughout 
Saorstat Eireann for the purpose of the 
Act at 49s. 6d. per sack of 280lb. This 
Order, taken in conjunction with the 
Bread (Price) (No. 2) Order, 1937, has 
the effect of fixing the maximum price at 
which batch “ra, may be sold retail on 
and after Monday, 23rd August, at 114d. 
per 4lb. loaf delivered. The present 
maximum. price of this 4lb. loaf is 11d, 

In the case of batch bread sold retail 
by the baker thereof in a shop owned by 
him, delivery being taken by the pur- 
chaser at such shop, the price per 4Jb. 
loaf would be 1d. less than the maximum 
fixed retail price per 4b. loaf delivered, 


+ i.e., it shall not be more than 104d. 


The “ standard ” price of flour laid 
down in the Order is not the Statutory 
maximum.or minimum price for flour 
which ie to be adhered to by the millers 
and the public in actual sales, but is a 
definition by the Minister of the most im- 
portant factor affecting the price of bread.

INSURGENTS REPORT 
FURTHER ADVANCES 
ST. JEAN DE LUZ, Thursday. 


The French trawler, Louisette, which 
normally carries supplies from France to 
the Solvay Nitrate of Soda Company near 
Santander, arrived at Bayonne this after- 
noon, with M. van den Bronk, French 
Consular Agent at Santander, on board. 

Other passengers included Georges Gras, 
delegate of the International Red Cross;

NEXT OBJECTIVE 


At Cercatos, the G.H.Q. of the defend.

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THE VERY REV. M. NOLAN, P.P.

To cover all increases above-mentioned the 
Commission recommended that a figure of 4d.

The cost of delivery per 41b, loaf as dis- 
closed in the present investigation varied 
38674. to 2.5473d., the corresponding figures 
in Ae previous investigation being .560d, and 


In ‘the previous report the allowance for 
this item was 1d. per 4Ib. loaf, plus the 
advantage to bakers by adoption of current 
list price of bakers’ flour for price-fixing 


purposes. 
DELIVERY COSTS 


“We have given careful consideration to 
representations that such allowance was, and 
is, inadequate. "We recognise,’ say the Com- 
missioners, ‘‘ that the cost of delivery In 
many bakery understakings exceeds the 
allowance, We hold, however, that cny such 
excess is due to unsatisfactory conditions 
in the baking industry for which it is not 
our duty to provide.” The Commission add 
that these conditions do not apply generally 
throughout the country, and they do not. ca 
for recognition as an essential and allowable 
item of cost. 
Regarding the margin between “list” and 
“taking” prices of flour, the Commission 
found that in the accounts and costings sub- 
mitted it amounted to an average of 5s. 5d. 
per sack in the case of the Dublin bakeries 
represented by the Dublin Master Bakers’ 
Committee. The figure for An Saorstat as a 
whole was approximately 5s. per sack. The 
figure in the Frasioss investigation was ós. 4d 
per sack, The Commission was satisfied that 
at all times there was sufficient margin to 
meet the difference between a basis allowance 
of Id, gee 4ib. loaf and reasonable provision 
for cost of delivefy, particularly as the list 
price of flour referred to the highest grade 
of bakers’ flour and not to the average actual 
price paid for flours of different grade used 
in the production of batch bread.

BLAZE AMONG THE 
RUINS 
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Tor nearly five hours yesterday firemen had 
to contend ‘with an outbreak in that part of 
the Crystal Palace, London; which was in.

Beams 
and débris. from the previous outbreak fell 
when the flames spiead to different parts of 
the north transept, and the firemen were 
warned to keep clear of the partly demolished 
roofs. As soon as the domes had been 
quenched in onc place they broke out in 
another one. 

The firemen concentrated on preventi 
the flames from spreading to the gardens an 
the — formerly used as an aquarium, 
which was left intact after last year’s blaze. 

With the exception of the North and South 
Towers, and the buildings involved yesterday, 
little remains of the Crystal Palace, which 
was burned down last year in one of the 
bigg&t and most spectacular fires London 
has seen for years.

He was supported by the 
Bishop of Lincoln and by Dr. McDonald. A 
defence of the proposed Council, interesting 
but irrelevant at that stage, came from Dr. 
John R. Mott, and then followed the inevitable 
compromise. The. Conference decided to speak 
of a ‘Council of Churches,’” made it clear 
that any such Council should be set up by the 
churches themselves, and deleted the phrase 
which spoke of “‘effictent representative 
national bodies.’’ 

A further clause was added which satisfied 
the Bishop of Gloucester and others, and the 
Conference gladly left a topic which at one 
time threatene 1 to cause dissension. 

During all this discussion, the Archbishop of 
York’s chairmanship was of a kind which won 
the admiration of ‘every one in the hall. 
Indeed, His Grace has done more than any one 
man to ensure harmony and _ co-operation 
throughout the Conference, and all the dele- 
gates had the fullest confidence in his fatrness 


and impartiality.

AFFIRMATION OF UNITY 


Dr. Ashworth introduced the draft of the 
proposed afiirmation of unity. A few minor 
alterations in the text were made before the 
Conference solemnly and unanimously ap- 
proved of the statement. 

In the afternoon the Conference met for 
half an hour, At thts meeting votes of 
thanks to the Church of Scotland, and toe 
other bodies to whom the Conference is in- 
debted for the generous hospitality of the last 
fortnight, were carried with acclamation. 

Two short speeches from the representatives 
of the Youth Group attached ‘to the Confer- 
rence followed, and then all delegates present 
went to St. Giles’s Cathedral for the concluding 
service of praise and thanksgivimg. 

The following statement was approved im- 
mediately before the Conference delegates 
walked from the Assembly Hall to St. Giles’ 
Cathedral. > 

‘* We have met at a time of great strain and 
stress alike in Europe and in the Far East. 
We watch with sympathy and sorrow the 
menace and the horrors of war. We are per- 
suaded that war never occurs except as a 
result and expression of that sin from which 
Christ came to redeem the world. We, there- 
fore, call all men, and ourselves before all 
others, to penitence and to prayer that God 
may give to us and to all men, the love of 
justice, the readiness to forgive, the know- 
ledge of His will and the courage to obey it, 
For all who bear rule in their nations we ask 
the abundant hestowal of these gifts. And 
we pray that Christians in all lands, despite 
all earthly causes of estrangement, may be 
united in the fellowship of prayer and 
obedience.”’
